Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Port  Y/ayne, 
Indiana,  be  or  be  held  responsible  for  any  sura  or  sums  due  from 
said  property  owner  or  owners  for  said  opening  and  extending  of 
said  Surest  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds,  certificate 
or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property  damages 
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except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received 
by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  property  damages 
or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act 
reciuired  to  pay.
